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Chinese  Cotton  Mill  Owners  Association  reports  consumption  of 
various  growths  of  cotton  for  half  year  period  July  to  December,  1933, 
five  hundred  pound  hales  as  follows:     Chinese  342,709,  American 
241,366,  Indian  97,060,  others  10,  156.    Mill  stocks  of  American 
cotton  on  December  31,  1933,  60,349  bales.    The  above  consumption  of 
American  cotton  compares  with  reported  consumption  for  the  first  half 
of  1953  of  291,000  bales.     Import  and  stocks  statistics  indicate  a 
slightly  smaller  consumption  of  American  cotton  than  the  above  statis- 
tics.

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BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  some  recent  government  activity  in  Europe 
Germany 

Regulations  governing  the  flour  mill  cartel-   have  "been  issued  for  the 
first  two  months  of  1934.     For  January  a  milling  contingent  for  whoat  and 
rye  for  domestic  consumption  was  fixed  at  a  volume  not  to  exceed  the 
actual  millings  during  December  1933  (December  volume  reported  very  small 
and  below  usual  January  amount),  while  for  February  mills  were  permitted 
to  process  as  much  grain  as  they  did  on  the  average  daring  the  period 
September  1  to  December  31,  1933,  less  10  percent.     In  contrast  to  the 
contingent  for  January,   i*  is  understood  that  the  February  contingent 
includes  commission  milling  in  addition  to  custom  milling. 

Trade  rumors  mention  the  possibility  of  new  regulations  for  stim- 
ulating wheat  exports.     It  has  been  suggested  that  exports  from  now  on 
provide  for  the  duty-free  importation  of  barley  and  corn.    Feedstuff s 
are  very  short  this  year  as  a  result  of  smaller  crous  of  potatoes,  hay 
and  feed  beets.     In  addition  the  restricted  imports  of  feed  grains  and 
domestic  production  quotas  for  oil-cake  are  said  to  be  having  a  noticeable 
effect.

France 

Criticism  of  the  government's  grain  measures,  passed  last  July, 
resulted  in  an  amendment  announced  on  December  28,  1933.    An  important 
feature  of  this  amendment  is  the  extension  of  minimum  prices  to  any  surplus 
resulting  from  the  1933  crop.     It  is  hoped  this  will  prevent  distress  sales 
and  permit  farmers  to  hold  their  crop  until  alter  the  end  of  the  season. 
Another  provision  of  the  amendment  prohibits  the  growing  of  grain  after 
grain  in  any  crop  rotation  which  is  aimed  at  limiting  acreage1  somewhat. 
This  would  apply  largely  to  spring  sowings  since  winter  seadings  were  mostly 
planted  when  the  decree  was  passed.    The  trade  is  said  to  feel  that  the  present 
unsatisfactory  market  situation  can  only  he  remedied  by  removing  the  present 
surplus  from  the  market.     In  tbijs  connection  a  grain  loan  has  "been  proposed 
by  which  the  government  would  purchase  and  hold  the  surplus  grain  until  next 
year  or  denature  part  of  it  for-  feed. 

The  minimum  price  schedule  which  was  inaugurated  last  July  and  fixed 
at  115  francs  per  quintal  ($3.05  a  bushel  at  current  exchange  rate)  and  which 
price  is  advanced  1.50  francs  (about  2.7  cents  a  bushel)  each  month,  has  been 
largely  a  nominal  market  price.     Not  only  does  the  farmer  now  have  to  pay  a 
sales  tax  of  3  francs  per"  quintal  on  wheat  sold  but  also  the  commission  or 
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handling  charge  of  the  local  grain  merchant  if  the  grain  is  sold  to  him 
which  makes  official  reductions  of  about  9  cents  a  bushel.    The  sales  tax 
has  been  instituted  to  heln  raise  revenue  for  the  continued  market  support. 
Since  only  about  1,800,000  bushels  of  wheat  were  removed  from  the  domestic 
market  by  the  way  of  subsidized  exportation  instead  of  some  18,000,000  bushels 
as  expected,  larger  expenditures  must  no  doubt  be  made  for  denaturing  and 
storing  wheat.    The  maximum  export  bounty  of  80  francs  per  quintal  (1.4-3  a 
bushel  at  present  exchange)  is  not  sufficient  to  make  French  wheat  cheap 
enough:  for  competition  on  the  world  market  so  the  government  has  ceased  to 
issue  export  licenses.     So-called  interprofessional  committees  are  now  being 
established  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  to  help  provide  a  more  efficient 
control  of  grain  transactions  and  prevent  bootleg  sales  of  wheat  and  flour 
between  farmers,  millers  and  bakers.     These  committees  consist  of  representatives 
of  the  existing  associations  among  wheat  growers,  grain  merchants,  millers  and 
bakers* 

Additional  regulations  have  als$  been  made  regarding  the  control  of 
mills  and  flour  extraction.    It  is  evident  that  millers  who  bought  wheat  at 
the  legalized  minimum  price  were  not  able  to  compete  with  others  who  bought 
"below  the  minimum  price  and  offered  cheap  flour  accordingly.    Moreover,  bakers 
are  said  to  have  extensively  utilized  secondary  flour  which  they  were  not 
supposed  to  buy.     The  new  law  provides  among  other  things  that  all  mills  having 
cylindrical  equipment  and  all  mills  milling  more  than  3»000  quintals  (about 
11,000  bushels)  of  wheat  per  annum  will  have  to  observe  a  flour  extraction 
percentage  fixed  by  a  decree  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture*     The  new  maximum 
extraction  ratio,  effective  January  28,  193^>  runs  about  65  percent  for  good 
wheat  and  is  fixed  at  a  quantity  per  quintal,  not  to  exceed  the  specific  weight 
of  the  wheat  in  question  less  12  kilograms  (formerly  11  kilograms).    The  aver- 
age specific  weight  of  the  1933  French  wheat  crop  is  77  kilos  per  hectoliter 
but  seme  1932  wheat  of  75  kilo  weight  has  also  been  mixed  with  the  new  crop. 
A  low  extraction  ra.tio  appears  the  desire  of  the  Ministry  in  order  to  increase 
consumption  of  wheat.     To  prevent  the  consumption  of  the  increased  quantity  of 
low  grade  flour,  it  is  now  forbidden  for  millers  to  sell  such  flour  for  human 
consumption  and  for  bakers  to  hold  it  in  store.     It  is  also  forbidden  to  buy, 
sell,  offer  or  utilise  flour  fof  broad-making  at  a  price  not  corresponding  to 
a  legally  fixed  price  which  is  to  be  determined  in  each  province. 

Belgium 

The  prohibition  on  grain  imports  into  Belgium,  placed  in  effect  last 
October,  has  now  been  replaced  by  an  import  contingent.    During  193^  imports 
are  to. be  limited  to  the  quantities  imported  in  1932  both  by  countries  of 
origin  and  by  importing  firms. 

Sweden 

The  State  Grain  Committee  is  said  to  have  under  consideration  measures 
by  which  the  domestic  grain  market  could  be  permanently  placed  on  a  sounder 
basis.     One  suggestion  calls  for  a  reduction  in  the  apparently  excessive 
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bread  grain  area  through  a  combination  of  price  increases  for  feedstuff s 
and  a  reduction  in  the  purchase  price  for  broad  grains.     If  the  scheme  for 
denaturing  the  surplus  "bread  grain  is  accepted,  the  Committee  expects  that 
about  165,345  short  tons  could  "be  disposed  of  annually  as  feed  so  that  the 
total  surplus  of  413,874  short  tons  would  "be  absorbed  within  2  l/2  years. 
Another  measure  proposed  by  the  Committee  is  to  tax  the  grain  area,  apparently 
with  the  intention  of  restricting  the  growing  of  wheat  and  rye  and  increasing 
the  area  of  feed  grains.     Since  December  23,  1933,  feedstuffs  could  bo  im- 
ported into  Sweden  only  if  accompanied  by  a  special  license  obtained  from  the 
State  Grain  Committee.  See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  ,  February  5,  1934. 

Finland 

The  domestic  milling  quota  for  rye  has  been  reduced  so  as  to  require 

only  20  percent  of  domestic  rye  to  be  mixed  to  all  rye  milled.     The  mixing 

quota  for  rye  flour  was  also  reduced  to  20  percent.  Rye  stocks  now  in  the 

country  are  considered  sufficient  for  requirements  to  the  end  of  the  season, 
but  farmers  appear  reluctant  to  sell. 

Estonia 

Toward  the  end  of  1933,  a  government  resolution  limited  the  purchases 
by  the  Rye  Monopoly  to  not  more  than  11,023  short  tons  of  rye  from  the 
domestic  1933.  crop.    The  purchasing  campaign  was  terminated  about  January, 
with  approximately  10,603  short  tons  of  rye  purchased  by  the  Monopoly. 

Swit  zerl  pnd 

Early  January  reports  indicated  renewed  negotiations  with  Hungary 
concerning  the  importation  of  1*100,000  bushels  of  Hungarian  wheat,  as  well 
as  some  barley  and  rye  from  Hungary. 

Shanghai  market  activity  increasing 

Since  the  reopening  of  the  Shanghai  mills  after  the  celebration  of 
the  Chinese  New  Year  in  mid-February,   some  interest  has  been  displayed  in 
foreign  wheat,  according  to  a  radiogram  .from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     This  interest  was  attributed  to  lower 
quotations  and  the  demand  for  spring  months.     Two  cargoes  of  Argentine  wheat 
were  sold  during  the  past  vreek  at  55  cents  per  bushel  and  mills  were  offering 
about  the  same  price  on  February  24.     The  Chinese  government  sold  one  cargo 
of  United  States  loan  wheat  in  Shanghai  and  one  in  Tsingtao.    Flour  mills  in 
Shanghai  were  operating  at  obout  70-percent  capacity  as  compared  with  65 
percent  before  the  holidays.    Flour  stocks  were  reported  low,  and  the  market 
demand  fair.    For  detailed  prices   quoted  on  the  Shanghai  wheat  and  flour  mar- 
ket,  see  table,  page  270. 
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Imports  of  wheat  into  Shanghai  during  January  were  as  follows: 
Canada  14-3,000  bushels,  Australia  316,000  bushels,  Argentina  318,000  bushels, 
United  States  3,105,000  bushels,  total  3,882,000  bushels. 


RICE 

Argentine  rice  imports  increa.se  in  1933 

Total  imports  of  rice  into  Argentina  in  1933  are  estimated  at 
116,395,000  pounds,  cleaned  basis,  against  73,592,000  pounds  imported  in 
1932,  according  to  Vice  Consul  R.  R.  Woodward  at  Buenos  Aires-    An  indicated 
increase  of  100  percent  in  imports  as  rough  rice  more  than  offset  an  esti- 
mated decline  of  58  percent  in  imports  of  cleaned  rice.    Available  figures 
do  not  indicate  to  what  extent  the  United  States  participated  in  the  in- 
creased business  in  rough  rice.    United  States  export  figures  for  1933  indi- 
cate total  exports  to  Argentina  of  9,336,000  pounds  of  rice  of  which  3,385,000 
pounds  were  rough.    The  total  for  1932  was  12,727,000  pounds  with  rough  rice 
not  separately  classified.    Argentina  imported  no  rough  rice  between  1926 
and  1932-    The  year  1933  was  the  first  year  in  which  there  occurred  a  break 
in  the  downward  trend  in  imports  in  evidence  since  1929.    Domestic  production 
has  been  increasing  steadily  in  recent  years. 

Buenos  Aires  is  the  center  of  the.  Argentine  rice  milling  industry  and 
is  also  the  leading  consuming  area.    The  main  domestic  rice  producing  area.s 
are  from  800  to  1,100  miles  distant.    There  appears  to  be  considerable  in- 
centive, therefore,  to  encourage  the  importing  of  rough  rice,  principally--" 
from  Italy,  Brazil  and  the  United  States,  especially  in  view  of  the  unusually 
low  prices  prevailing  in  1933.    Details  of  the  1932  trade  in  rough  rice  in- 
dicate that  Italy  and  Brazil  shared  equally  in  supplying  about  93  percent  of 
the  trade  for  the  year,  with  the  bulk  of  the  remaining  7  percent  coming  from 
the  United  States-     Spain  also  had  a  small  share  of  the  1932  trade.    It  is 
pointed  out  that  the  1932  decline  in  imports  of  cleaned  rice  from  the  United 
States  was  less  marked  than  similar  declines  in  the  trade  with  other  countries 
This  is  attributed  to  the  market  established  in  Argentina  for  American  Blue 
Rose  rice. 


FRUIT ,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS 

Raisin  export  demand  less  favorable 

The  European  demand  for  raisins  from  the  United  States  during  the 
seven  months  January  to  July,  1934,  will  probably  be  less  than  usual,  accord- 
ing to  N-  I-  Nielsen,  American  Agricultural  Attache  at  Paris-    Large  supplies 
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in  Mediterranean  producing  countries,  heavy  stocks  in  London,  the  new  Aus- 
tralian crop  and  various  trade  barriers  are  held  responsible. 

Although  production  of  raisins  in  Spain,  Turkey,  Greece  and  Persia 
during  1933 »  132,000  short  tons,  was  practically  the  same  as  in  1932, 
this  figure  is  12^  percent  above  the  1929-1931  average  production  in  those 
countries.     Production  in  Australia  in  1933 »  6?,b00  short  tons,  was  ^0  per- 
cent above  the  1932  figure  and  32  percent  ab:>ve  the  1929-1931  average.  The 
new  Australian  crop  is  estimated  at  only  slightly  below  last  year's  crop  and 
will  move  largely  to  England.     Exports  from  Spain,  Turkey,  and  Greece  during 
August  to  December  inclusive,  1933 »  were  69,6Ug  short  tons,  compared  with 
81,112  tons  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1932  but  supplies  available  for 
export  on  January  1,  193^>  were  about  eoual  to  the  21,6^5  tons  exported  during 
January  to  July,  inclusive,  last  year  and  will  move  chiefly  to  the  Continent. 
Exports  from  Persia  are  unknown  but  against  its  larger  crop  is  to  be  set 
poorer  export  demand. 

The  principal  European  importing  countries,  England,  Germany,  Prance, 
Holland,  and  Belgium,  imported  173.183  tons  in  the  year  ended  August  31.   1933 . 
of  which  89,^80  tons  were  imported  in  the  first  four  months.     This  fiscal  year 
they  have  imported  81,2^8  tons  during  the  first  H  months  but  of  this  figure 
the  United  States  and  Turkey  have  contributed  much  less  and  Australia  much 
more  than  a  year  ago.     Stocks  of  raisins  at  the  Port  of  London  on  January  1, 
193^.  were  23,923  short  tons  as  against  12,77^  tons  12  months  earlier.  This 
heavy  increase  was  only  partly  offset  by  smaller  stocks  of  raisins  in  Germany. 


LIVESTOCK,  Iv.SAT  AND  WOOL 

Germany  places  lard  imports _  under  mo nop  ply 

Effective  February  23,  1?3^>  imported  and  domestic  lard  came  under 
the  control  of  the  Reich  0"fice  for  Dairy  Products,  Oils  and  Eats,  according 
to  cabled  advices  from  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
This  move  requires  importers  to  secure  a  "certificate  of  acceptance"  from 
the  monopoly  administration  covering  proposed  imports,  in  addition  to  paying 
specia.l  monopoly  fees.     These  fees  are  in  addition  to  the  regular  import 
duties  and  are  designed  to  keep  imported  lard  from  competing  on  a.  price  basis 
with  the  domestic  product.     The  present  duty  rate  on  imported  lard  is  1  mark 
per  kilo  (17-9  cents  per  pound  at  current  exchange).     Details  are  still  lack- 
ing with  respect  to  the  fees  to  be  borne  by  imported  lard  and  fatbacks. 

Trade  in  lard  and  fatbacks  has  been  placed  under  control  of  the  organ- 
ization which  became  effective  on  January  1,  193^  to  manage  the  trade  in  dairy 
products  and  eggs.    According  to  a  report  from  Assistant  Agricultural  Attache 
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D.  F.  Christy  at  Berlin,  the  monopolization  of  these  products  has  "been 
accomplished  through  the  issuance  of  trading  certificates  against  payment  of 
a  specific  and  flexible  monopoly  fee.     Control  of  the  certificates  effectually 
limits  the  volume  of  goods,  and  is  a  point  of  special  significance  in  regard 
to  imports.    All  products  lanrier  control  which  ere  intended  for  sale  on  the 
German  market  must  be  offered  to  the  monopoly  office.     The  office  normally 
indicates  that  it  "takes  over"  the  offered  product  at  the  ruling  price  of 
the  day,  free  German  producer's  farm,  or,  in  the  case  of  imports  free  German 
frontier,  plus  tariff.     The  selling  price  is  the  purchase  price  of  the  domestic 
product  plus  the  monopoly  fee.    Actual  handling  of  the  goods  is  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  organized  trade  working  through  the  certificate  system. 

In  the  care  of  imports,  the  monopoly  fee  performs  the  function  of  an 
increa.sed  import  duty.     To  eliminate  the  inconvenience  of  daily  fluctuations 
in  the  monopoly  fee  itself,   that  charge  is  fixed  below  the  level  of  usual 
fluctuation,  and  daily  prices  of  imports  equalized  with  domestic  prices  by 
means  of  a  supplementary  charge,   or  "difference",  ?;hich  is  changed  to  meet 
current  market  conditions.     Thi  s  difference  must  be  paid  by  importers  to  the 
customs  authorities  at  the  time  import  duties  are  paid.    A  third  charge  against 
imports  is  a  sma.il  adminitrati  ve  fee.     If  conditions  warrant,  the  authorities 
can  prohibit  all  imports  by  refusing  to  issue  the  necessary  trading  certificates. 
Present  market  conditions,  however,  do  not  suggest  such  action  within  the 
near  future. 

Drought  responsible  for  reduced  wool  production  in  South  Africa 

The  estimated  production  of  wool  in  South  Africa,  during  the  19 33—  3^- 
season  is  255 »000 ,000  pound0.     This  decrease  of  about  20  percent  from  the 
1332-33  clip  is  based  on  a  decrease  of  11. 5  percent  in  the  number  of  mature 
Bheep  to  be  shorn,  a.  decrease  of  5-5  percent  in  the  average  weight  per  fleece, 
a  material  decrease  in  the  number  of  lambs  to  be  shorn  and  a  3  percent  decrease 
in  the  weight  per  fleece  from  lambs.     The  prolonged  drought  which  was  terminated 
in  November  and  Pec  ember  resulted  in  a  loss  of  approximately  U, COO, 000  adult 
sheep  and  2, 000, COO  lambs.     This  is  about  15  percent  of  the  number  of  woolled 
sheep  which  were  in  the  Union  on  June  JO,  1333-     The  largest  losses  from 
drought  were  sustained  between  June  and  October  1933-     Losses  were  general 
throughout  the  Union  but  were  heaviest  in  Orange  Free  State  and  in  northwest 
Cape  Province.     These  estimates  do  not  include  the  losses  among  non-wcolled 
sheep,  r.hich  were  also  heavy.     The  annual  lamb  crop  in  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  is  around  12,000,000  head  of  which  number  about  U, 000, 0^0  head  ore 
usually  regarded  as  replacing  death  losses.     It  is  to  be  expected,  therefore, 
that  the  number  of  woolled  sheep  in  the  Union,  which  declined  from  45.000 >000 
head  in  June,   1932  to  Us, 000, 000  in  June,   1933.  will  show  a  further  reduction 
in  June,  I93U. 
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South  .American  wool  ex  k  rt3  continue  larger  ' 

Exports  of  wool  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  during  the  four  months 
October- January  1933-34  were  21,4  percent  largsr  than  figures  for  the 
corresponding  1932-33  period,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner C.  L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.     [The  movement  from  Argentina 
advanced  12.4  percent,  while  exports  from  Uruguay  were  up  48.5  percent. 
Shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  are  showing  the  greatest  increase.  The 
United  States  and  Japan  also  have  taken  considerably  more  South  American 
v/ool  this  season  than  last.     The  movement  to  France,  however,  has  been 
less  marked  this  season.    Germany  is  buying  i.  ore  Uruguayan  wool  this 
year  than  last,  but  has  shown  slightly  loss  Interest  in  Argentine,  v/ool. 
Russia  has  been  buying  in  Uruguay  this  seaso  i.

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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  FEED  CHAINS  a/ 
The  total  production  of  the  three  principal  feed  grains,  barley, 
oats,  and  corn  for  the  countries  which  reported  in  1933,  is  smaller  than 
for  any  year  since  1924.    It  was  about  11  percent  below  the  record  1932 
harvests,  and  more  than  6  percent  below  the  average  daring  the  preceding 
five  years.    The  decline  in  production  was  due  in  part  to  unfavorable 
weather  conditions  and  in  part  to  decreases  in  acreage  for  each  of  the 
grains,  the  total  area  for  the  three  grains  averaging  the  smallest  since 
1928. 

The  movement  of  barley  from  the  principal  erporting  countries  of 
the  world  from  July  1  up  to  the  present  time  has  been  a  little  heavier 
than  during  the  same  period  of  1932-33.    Oats  exports  for  the  same  period, 
however,  have  shown  a  large  decrease.    Corn  exports  for  the  period  since 
November  1  have  also  decreased  considerably  from  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
This  decrease  in  feed  grain  shipments  is  largely  due  to  the  much  smaller 
exports  from  the  United  States  and  Canada.    Stocks  on  hand,  particularly  of 
corn,  for  the  1933-34  season  appear  well  below  those  of  a  year  ago.  Prices 
of  all  feed  grains,  notably  in  United  States  markets,  show  important  increases 
over  last  year. 

Available  inf ormrtion  on  feed  grain  crops  for  harvest  in  1934  reveals 
a  winter  barley  area  sown  In  Europe  about  tho  same  as  a  year  ago  and  record 
Argentine  corn  plantings.    Tho  prospective  Argentine  corn  crop,  however,  has 
suffered  much  damage  from  drought  and  locust  attacks  and  a  considerable 
abandonment  of  acreage  has  already  occurred.

The  1.9.73  corn  crop  in  the  countries  reported,  which  in  1932  raised 
nearly  37  percent  of  the  world  total,  exclusive  of  Russia,  was  16.5  percent 
below  the  heavy  production  of  1932,  and  was  about  5  percent  "below  the  aye  rage 
production  during  the  preceding  five  years.     In  the  United  States  and  in 
Europe  there  were  decreo.se s  of  20  percent  from  the  previous  year,  and  in  the 
African  countries  a  26  percent  decrease.    In  the  Asiatic  countries  reported, 
on  the  other  hand,  there  was  an  13  percent  increase.     See  corn  production 
table,  pages 252  and  253. 

The  1933  barley  production  for  the  countries  reported  amounted  to 
1,661,000,000  bushels,  which  is  more  than  4  percent  below  the  average  for 
the  preceding  five  years,  and  3  percent  below  the  1932  production.    The  United 
States  and  Canada  together  showed  a  decrease  of  43  percent,  Europe,  exclusive 
of  Russia,  a.  decrea.se  of  1  percent,  the  North  African  countries  a  9  percsnt 
decrease,  and  Asia,  a  slight  decrease.     In  Argentina  the  barley  crop  was  the 
largest  on  record.     See  barley  production  table,  pages  254  and  255. 

The  oats  crop  for  the  countries  reported  in  1933  totaled  4,079,000,000 
bushels,  which  was  9  percent  below  the  average  harvest  of  the  preceding  five 
years,  and  6  percent  below  that  of  1932.    The  United  States  and  Canada  together 
showed  a  decrease  of  37  percent,  Argentina  a  17  percent  decrease,  while  the 
European  production  increased  about  4  percent.     See  oats  production  table, 
pages  256  and  257.    A  table  showing  the  production  of  pota.toes  in  the  United 
States,  Canada,  and  Europe  for  the  past  five  years  is  found  on  page  253. 

Trade 

Total  barley  exports  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubia.n  countries  from  July  1,  1933  to  February  24,  1934,  have  amounted 
to  38,932,000  bushels,  which  is  an  increase  of  5  percent  over  the  exports  dur- 
ing the  same  period  of  1932-33.    This  is  due  to  an  increase  of  some  4,000,000 
bushels  in  exports  from  the  Danubian  countries,  and  twice  as  heavy  exports 
from  Argentina,  since  exports  from  the  United  States  were  less  than  two-thirds 
as  large  and  exports  from  Canada  less  than  one-fifth  a.s  large  as  for  the  pre- 
ceding season. 

Oats  exports  from  the  same  countries  since  July  1  totaled  19,699,000 
bushels,  or  a  decrease  of  46  percent  from  the  shipments  of  the  preceding  season. 
United  States  exports  have  been  less  than  one-fourth  as  large,  while  Argentine 
exports  have  shown  a  decline  of  40  percent  and  Canada  of  53  percent.  The 
Danubian  countries  are  the  only  important  exporters  to  show  a  considerable  in- 
crease . 

The  combined  exports  of  corn  from  the  principal  exporting  countries 
since  November  1  totaled  86,758,000  bushels,  which  was  about  11  percent  below 
the  97,936,000  bushels  exported  .luring  the  corresponding  period  of  1932-33. 
United  States  exports  declined  by  49  percent,  while  Danubian  exports  were  only 
about  one-seventh  as  large,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  exported  no  corn. 
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on  account  of  trie  very  poor  results  of  the  last  harvest.    Argentina,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  increased  her  exports  "by  about  43  percent  during  this  period. 
See  table  showing  current  trade  movements,  page  269. 

On  pages  261,  262,  and  263  are  found  international  trade  tables  on 
barlsy,  oats,  and  corn  showing  the  exports  from  and  imports  into  the  principal 
countries  arranged  in  the  order  of  their  importance  in  these  grains,  on  the 
basis  of  the  crop  year  July-June,  for  each  of  the  past  three  years.  Tables 
showing  exports  of  corn  from  and  imports  into  the  principal  corn  trading 
countries  on  the  basis  of  the  November-October  crop  year  for  the  past  seven 
seasons  are  found  on  page  264. 

United  States,  Canadian  and  Argentine  stocks 

Stocks  of  corn  on  farms  in  the  United  States  as  of  October  1  were  the 
largest  in  years.    Owing  to  the  short  crop  of  1933,  however,  the  total  supply 
for  the  1933-34  season  was  only  about  2,700,000,000  bushels,  which  was  beiow 
the  October  1  supply  for  each  of  the  preceding  two  years.    The  supply  of  barley 
in  the  United  States  as  of  August  1  amounted  to  184,000,000  bushels,  which 
was  the  smallest  since  1923,  while  oats  supplies  on  July  1  totaled  954,000,000 
bushels,  which  was  30  percent  below  the  average  supply  during  the  past  seven 
seasons.    Shocks  of  barley  in  Canada  at  the  end  of  July,  1933,  estimated  at 
11,338,000  bushels,  were  15  percent  below  the  avera.ge  during  the  past  six 
yea.rs,  while  the  oats  stocks  on  that  date  totaled  42,045,000  bushels,  19  percent 
above  the  past  six-year  average.    See  pages  259  and  260  for  tables  showing 
supplies  and  disappearance  of  United  States  feed  grains  and  Canadian  stocks. 

The  exportable  surplus  of  corn  in  Argentina  after  November  25  was 
officially  estimated  at  about  70,000,000  bushels  compared  with  an  actual  sur- 
plus of  about  45,000,000  or  50,000,000  bushels  a  year  earlier.    Since  November 
25,  1933,  over  65,000,000  bushels  have  been  exported,  so  that,  even  though  the 
official  estimate  wa.s  somewhat  low,   there  cannot  be  very  large  supplies  of  old 
crop  corn  left  in  Argentina.    Although  a  record  area  was  planted  for  the  1933-34 
season,  it  is  believed  that  the  crop  may  not  be  as  large,  or  of  as  good  quality 
as  last  year. 

Prices 

United  States  corn  prices  during  the  last  few  months  of  1933  were  higher 
than  for  the  past  two  years,  while  Argentine  corn  prices  were  higher  in  about 
the  same  proportion.     In  the  Danubian  countries,  also,  there  was  a  considerable 
increase  in  corn  prices  over  those  of  the  latter  months  of  1932. 

rarley  and  oats  prices  in  the  United  States  during  this  period  were 
averaging  about  twice  as  high  as  in  1932,  while  in  Canada  they  were  running 
around  50  percent  higher.    In  the  Danubian  countries  the  increase  in  barley  and 
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oats  prices  during  the  latter  part  of  1933  over  those  of  1932  were  not  so 
pronounced,  and  in  some  ca.ses  were  even  lower  than  a  year  earlier.    See  pages  266 
and  257  for  tables  showing  monthly  prices  of  "barley,  oats',  and  corn  for  specified 
grades  at  selected  markets  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Germany,  and  Argentina, 
for  the  past  five  years,  and  page  265  for  monthly  prices  of  these  feed  grains  in 
the  Danubian  countries  for  the  past  two  years. 

The  continental  European  feeds tuffs  situation  a/ 

numbers  of  livestock  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  have  shown  a  steady 
rise  since  immediately' after  the  war,  and  by  1932  were  probably  at  their 
highest  level  in  history.    Assuming  no  changes  in  feed  requirements  per 
animal  unit,  livestock  now  on.  hand  would  require  about  5  percent  more  feed 
than  livestock  before  the  war,  and  12.5  percent  more  feed  than  immediately 
after  the  war.     Changes  in  feeding  practices  have  probably  also'  increased  the 
feed  intake  per  animal  unit  by  5  to  3  percent  a.s  compared  with  the  immedi- 
ate post-war  period  and  by  10  to  12  percent  as  compared  with  the  pre-war 
period. 

The  production  of  feedstuff s  in  the  19  continental -European  countries 
in  1933  was  nearly  10,000,000  short  tons  smaller  than  in  1932.    The  decrease 
was  largely  in  the  potato  crop  and,  expressed  in  terms  of  feed  units,  feed 
supplies  were  about  2,700,000  short  tons  less  than  in  1932,  although  livestock 
numbers  had  increased.    The  production  of  hay  and  forage  crops  was  also  con- 
siderably less  than  in  1932.    This  reduction  was  largely  offset,  however,  by 
an  increase  in  the  carryover  of  grain  from  the  1932  crop,  and  an  increase  of 
about  2,200,000  short  tons  in  wheat  and  rye,  particularly  wheat.    This  may 
result  in  some  increase  in  wheat  feeding,  and  the  31 ,500, 000- bushel  increase 
in  rye  production  is  expected  to  be  used  largely  for  feed. 

The  Berlin  office  concludes,  therefore,  that  since  livestock  numbers 
are  not  expected  to  show  any  substantial  change  during  1934,  and  grain  produc- 
tion on  the  Continent  is  likely  to  be  less  than  in.  1933,  which,  in  turn,  was 
considerably  less  than  in  1932,  the  potential  feed  grain  import  requirements 
for  the  Continent  during  1934  are  higher  than  during  the  previous  season. 
There  is  a  possibility,  however,  that  the  surplus  quantities  of  low  quality 
wheat  from  the  1933  crop  may  be  utilized  as  feed,  particularly  if  some  action 
is  taken  to  make  the  domestic  prices  of  these  poorer  qualities  more  favorable 
for  livestock  producers. 

Germany 

The  increase  in  livestock  numbers,  together  with  the  government's  plans 
for  increasing  fat  production  and  dairy  products,  could  readily  result  in  the 
utilization  of  around  18,000,000  short  tons  of  grain,  bran,  and  potatoes, 
expressed  in  grain  equivalents.     The  present  government  policy,  however,  is 
compelling  producers  to  keep  fixed  requirements  at  a  minimum.     Stocks  of  grains 
other  than  wheat  are  expected  to  be  greatly  reduced  this  year.    The  government 
has  given  no  indication  of  providing  cheaper  wheat  for  feeding  purposes,  but 

might  provide  for  an  increased  production  of  wheat  bran  and  other  feed  by-

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products  through  lowering  the  milling  extraction.    In  view  of  the  restricted 
supplies  of  oil-calres  and  the  expected  resulting  increase  in  the  utilization 
of  rye,  oats,  and  "barley,  it  seems  that  most  of  the  surplus  wheat  this  year 
could  "be  disposed  of  through  an  increased  production  ■  of  bran  for  feeding. 

Consul  John  H.  Bruins,  in  a  report  from  Hamburg,  points  out  that  barley 
imports  into  Germany  during  1933  were  practically  confined  to  brewers1  grades 
not  produced  in  Germany,  and  that  large  domestic  supplies  of  oats  resulted  in 
an  export  surplus,    Corn  remained  under  government  monopoly  throughout  the  year, 
so  that  imports  were  confined  to  seed  corn  and  to  corn  used  in  the  corn  products 
industry,  although  the  uransit  tre.de  remained  fairly  active. 

Corn  and  sorghum  imports  from  the  United  States  had  been  comparatively 
good  in  1932,  but  were  practically  stopped  in  July  of  that  year  by  a  ruling 
which  placed  certain  inferior  sorghums  under  the  German  corn  monopoly.  In 
1933  Danubian  and  Argentine  corn  undersold  United  States  corn  in  Germany,  and 
the  value  of  imports  from  the  United  States  was  only  $92,000  as  compared  with 
$4,016,000  in  1932. 

The  situation  in  the  Danubian  countries  a/ 

Exports  of  feed  grains. from  the  Danubian  countries  during  the  winter 
have  been  small  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  arrivals  at  local  markets,  and 
the  difficulties  of  navigation.    The  natural  drying  of  the  1933  corn,  which 
contains  excess  moisture,  is  proceeding  slowly.    Prices  have  increased  to  some 
extent.    Exports  of  Hungarian  oats  have  increased  on  account  of  special  arrange- 
ments made  with  Italy,  to  which  country  most  of  the  Hungarian  oats  exports  are 
sent,  as  well  as  on  account  of  the  granting  of  a  foreign  currency  exchange 
premium  by  the  Hungarian  government  to  exporters  of  oats  who  deliver  to  the 
National  Bank  the  foreign  credits  proceeding  from  these  exports. 

Corn  exoorts  recently  have  been  heaviest  from  Yugoslavia,  principally 
destined  for  Austria.    Large  quantities  of  artificially  dried  corn  have  been 
sold  to  Germans7,  on  a  compensation  basis,  which  can  not,  however,  be  exported 
until  the  reopening  of  navigation  on  the  Danube.     Some  Hungarian  corn  has  been 
shipped  to  Austria  by  rail. 

Recent  barley  exports  have  mostly  originated  in  Rumania  destined  for 
Central  European  ports.    There  has  been  a  fair  demand  for  Hungarian  barley 
from  Austria  and  Switzerland.    Exports  have  met  with  some  difficul tips'-  on 
account  of  the  scarcity  of  stocks  and  offers. 

The  probable  exports  of  corn  from  the  Danube  Basin  during  1933-34 
are  estimated  by  the  Belgrade  office  at  66,900,000  bushels,  with  57,500,000 
bushels  still  available  after  February  1;  exports  of  oats  at  6,900,000 
bushels,  with  2,900,000  bushels  available  after  February  1;  and  exports  of 
barley  at  54,200,000  bushels,  with  25,600,000  bushels  still  available  after 

February  1.  —  ■
